^Yr HE  Town  of  Sydney  \  as  founded  nearly  a  century  and  a  half  a<ro — 1784 — and  for 
^^  many  years  a  garrison  of  British  Regulars  were  quartered  at  what  is  now  fannli- 
arly  known  as  the  Barrack  Grounds ;  the  last  garrison  stationed  here  was  a  detatchuient  of 
the  famous  42nd  "  Black  Watch,"  or  Royal  Highlanders.  Many  interesting  reminis- 
cences are  yet  to  be  noted  of  this  once  military -governed  and  aiittocratic  town  and  the 
frequent  visits  of  the  British  and  French  naval  squadrons  even  yet  serve  to  recall  those 
days  of  military  pomp  and  blue  blood  associations.

Railway  to  Windsor  Junction  or  Halifax;  thence  by  Intercolonial  to  Sydney ;  or  by  the 
Plant  Line  from  Boston  to  Halifax  or  Port  Hawkesbury,  thence  by  Intercolonial,  or  from 
Hawkesbury  by  the  Bras  d'Or  S.  S.  Company's  steamer  "Marion"  through  the  Bras  d'Or 
Lakes  (a  most  deli^jjhtful  sail)  to  Sydney.  From  Quebec,  Ontario  and  the  West,  you  have 
the  C;inadian  Pacific  to  St.  John  and  Intercolonial  to  Sydney,  or  from  Montieal  you  have 
tlie  Intercolonial,  making  close  connection  at  Truro  ;  or  by  direct  steamer  to  Sydney,  or  by 
the  Gulf  Ports.  S.  Company's  steainer  to  Pictou,  thence  by  Intercolonial  to  Sydney. 

THE  SYDNEY  HOTEL. 


In  speaking  of  Sydney,  or  even  Cape  Breton  itself,  the  summer  visitor,  in  fact  the  all- 
year-round  visitor  too,  never  fails  to  refer  in  terms  of  the  most  unstinted  praise  of  the  "Syd- 
ney" Hotel,  which  hostlery,  though  only  opened  three  or  four  years  ago,  has  gained  for  it- 
self among  American  and  Canadian  tourists  a  very  enviable  reputation  indeed.

It  commands  a  position  overlooking  the  magnifi- 
cent Sydney  Harbor,  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest,  if  not  the  grandest,  in  the  world,  and  hav- 
ing sufficient  anchorage  ground  to  accommodate  the  combined  naval  fleets  of  all  nations. 
Here  the  North  Atlantic  Squadrons  of  the  British  and  French  Naval  Fleets  rendezvous  dur- 
ing the  summer.  The  view  from  the  balconies  of  the  hotel  overlooking  the  Harbor  is  really 
a  superb  one.  Nature  has  been  lavish  indeed  in  her  distribution  of  natural  wealth  of 
scenic  charm  in  Cape  Breton,  but  particularly  so  as  respects  this  town.  With  beautiful 
and  varied  scenry,  excellent  fishing  all  around  us,  a  cool  and  invigoi'ating  atmosphere,  un- 
excelled boating  and  bathing  facilities,  excellent  transporation  accomodation,  no  more  at- 
tractive summer  resort  is  to  be  found  on  the  continent.  The  '"Sydney"  Hotel  is  the  resting' 
place  of  all  tourists  visiting  Cape  Breton  and  it  is  steadily  gaining  in  favor  with  the  travel- 
ling public.  A  number  of  new  rooms  have  been  added,  the  house  entirely  refurnished  and 
uiany  other  improvements  made  during  the  past  winter.
